No ‘country’ for new 
plates. Province rolls 
out slogan-free designs, 
online voters are invited 
to pick their favourite

Albertans will be consulted 
through an online survey over 
three proposed licence-plate 
designs before the provincial 
government picks one and 
raises the vehicle-registration 
fee by $5. 

Premier Dave Hancock an¬ 
nounced the voting process 
Tuesday, saying it will “help 
decide which design best rep¬ 
resents the province” as Alberta 
undertakes its first licence-plate 
redesign in 30 years. 


None of the three designs in¬ 
cludes the “Wild Rose Countiy” 
slogan emblazoned at the bot¬ 
tom of current plates. Rather, 
all three include a website ad¬ 
dress: alberta.ca. 

Asked if that decision had 
anything to do with the name 
of the opposition Wildrose 
party, Service Alberta Minister 
Doug Griffiths replied flatly: 
“No.” 

Rather, Griffiths said Alberta 
is just getting with the times. 

“A lot of jurisdictions 
around North America are ac¬ 
tually moving toward a website 
at the bottom,” he said. 

Justice Minister Jonathan 
Denis said the new plates will 
have reflective material and 
greater contrast between the 
background and the letters and 
numerals. 

“The new plates will be 
easier to see in both day and 
night and thus will allow police

to more easily identify unregis¬ 
tered, uninsured or even stolen 
vehicles,” he said. 

Griffiths said the online sur¬ 
vey will also allow for qualita¬ 
tive comments about the plate 
designs and the final designs 
may be tweaked before the 
plates are manufactured. 

The online survey is open 
until Aug. 19 and is not restrict¬ 
ed to one vote per user, Grif¬ 
fiths added. He doesn’t expect 
people will try to abuse the vot¬ 
ing system, but if they do, he 
said that will be addressed.

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Mediated settlement 


Nurses, AHS reach 
tentative deal 

The president of Alberta’s 
nursing union is recom¬ 
mending her members ac¬ 
cept a mediated settlement 
with the province for a 
new four-year deal. 

The mediator’s proposal 
was announced late Tues¬ 
day and is being recom¬ 
mended by the negotiating 
committees of the United 
Nurses of Alberta (UNA), Al¬ 
berta Health Services (AHS) 
and Covenant Health. 

The deal includes a 
lump-sum payment of 
$2,000 for 2013, a two 
per cent increase and a 
$1,000 lump sum for 2014. 
In 2015, they will receive 
another $1,000 lump-sum 
payment and a 2.25 per 
cent increase. In the final 
year of the contract they 
will receive a three per 
cent increase. 

UNA president Heather 
Smith said the deal is a 
good one for members and 
she hopes to see it ratified. 
She said that with the gov¬ 
ernment’s Bill 45 looming 
over their heads, they are 
eager to move on. 

“It’s our assessment that 
this is the best that can be 
achieved in the environ¬ 
ment,” she said. 

Smith said AHS started 
negotiations looking to 
strip scheduling provisions 
set in previous contracts, 
and they are glad to have 
kept those proposals at bay. 

“We’re not going back¬ 
ward. Hopefully, we are 
going forward,” she said. 

AHS had little to say 
about the new offer, with 
spokesperson Kerry Wil¬ 
liamson saying only that 
they await to see if the deal 
is ratified. 

Smith said the union is 
going to decide whether to 
put the deal to a vote on

Man’s company bankrupt 
weeks before disappearance

interview former co¬ 
workers of Alvin Liknes 


Detectives have interviewed 
former staffers of a freshly 
bankrupt gas exploration com¬ 
pany founded and managed by 
missing Calgary man Alvin Li¬ 
knes, Metro has learned. 

Police have declined to 
delve into specifics on Liknes’ 
business dealings and how 
they pertain to their investiga¬ 
tion into the mysterious triple 
abduction case involving the 
businessman, his wife and 
five-year-old grandson Nathan 
O’Brien. 

But Marelc Kozera — one 
of eight people who lost their 
jobs when Winter Petroleum 
Ltd. folded weeks ago — said 
he told investigators “eveiy- 
thing” about his former boss 
and the company’s financial 
woes. 

“I would like to help them 
as much as I can,” Kozera told 
Metro. “This is veiy unfortu¬ 
nate; it looks like a tragic 


event.” 

“I really hope this has noth¬ 
ing to do with Winter.” 

Little has been made pub¬ 
lic about the family’s past, but 
Kozera said the elder Liknes 
headed up the cash-strapped 
junior petroleum firm. 

The company had its equip¬ 
ment seized by a rural Alberta 
county to which it owed rough¬ 
ly $800,000 in property taxes 
and late penalties, according to 
Kozera, the company’s ex-chief 
operating officer. 

Kozera said he and all of 
Winter’s employees officially 
resigned June 25. 

The Liknes couple and 
young Nathan were first re¬ 
ported missing from a home in 
Calgaiy’s Parkhill neighbour¬ 
hood June 30. Police have said 
a “violent crime” occurred in¬ 
side the home and the trio did 
not leave voluntarily. 

Over the weekend, an army 
of Calgaiy police and RCMP 
members converged on an 
acreage north of Airdrie after 
a vehicle similar to one caught 
on CCTV footage in Parkhill 
was seen on the property. 

Reporters were told Tues¬ 


day the search would cany on 
indefinitely. 

RCMP Insp. Garrett Woolsey 
said the grid being surveyed 
spanned several square kilo¬ 
metres and his tactical team 


was taking its cues from Cal¬ 
gary police investigators. 

Senior police spokesperson 
Kevin Broolcwell said “a num¬ 
ber of items” had been seized 
from the property since search 


efforts kicked into high gear 
Saturday. Brookwell said an¬ 
alysis of the evidence is being 
“expedited” by crime lab staff.

Getting into Edmonton’s 
River Valley could be a little 
easier after city councillors 
voted to move ahead with 
plans for an inclined eleva¬ 
tor near the Hotel MacDon¬ 
ald.

Police issue Canada-wide 
warrant in Oliver homicide 


Edmonton police have issued 
a Canada-wide warrant on 
second-degree murder charges 
in connection to the death of 
Demetrios Karahalios. 

Karahalios was found dead 
inside an Oliver home on 
March 8. Police determined his 
case was a homicide, but didn’t 
release the cause of death. 

The warrant is for Richard 
Joseph Lacarte, 47, who is de¬ 
scribed as a Caucasian male, 
five-foot-nine and 150 pounds, 
with blue eyes and grey hair. He 
is missing some teeth and may 


have a beard. 

In a news release, police 
said Lacarte is a drifter, who 
has resided at several addresses 
across the countiy. 

As a beloved member of 
the city’s LGBT community, 
the 48-year-old Karahalios was 
mourned in Edmonton and 
Saskatoon where he lived and 
worked.

Elections Alberta 
recommends 
ways to make 
voting easier 

Alberta university stu¬ 
dents could be saved the 
hassle of a last-minute 
scramble to vote for the 
next provincial election as 
Elections Alberta recom¬ 
mends options for voters 
living away from home. 

Last week, Chief Elec¬ 
toral Officer Glen Resler 
recommended launching 
a Vote Anywhere initiative 
for Albertans, including 
university students, to 
vote outside their home 
riding, along with delet¬ 
ing the requirement for a 
six-month residency. 

“We’ve met with the 
student groups on many 
occasions to find out 
how we can get students 
involved in the process 
and make it easier for 
them to participate in the 
voting process,” said Drew 
Westwater, spokesperson 
for Elections Alberta. 

Vote Anywhere will 
benefit more than just 
students, Westwater said, 
adding camp workers and 
people travelling for their 
job would be able to vote 
outside their home riding.

‘It’s a start, but that’s 
all It is.' Five-year 
funding proposal from 
the Harper government 
is not part of Bill C -36 


A diverse chorus of aboriginal 
women, police leaders and 
former prostitutes took turns 
Tuesday denouncing as insuffi¬ 
cient the Harper government’s 


five-year, $20-million pledge to 
help sex workers leave the in- 
dustiy. 

The steady barrage of criti¬ 
cism came on the second day 
of rare summer hearings by 
the House of Commons justice 
committee as it examines Bill 
C-36, the government’s pro¬ 
posed new prostitution bill. 

The offer of funding fits the 
so-called “Nordic model” that 
several Scandinavian countries 
have adopted to fight prostitu¬ 


tion, and which the Harper gov- 
emment’s proposed legislation 
appears designed to emulate. 

In addition to making it il¬ 
legal to be a client or a pimp, 
the Conservative government 
approach calls for social spend¬ 
ing to help exploited women 
get out of the sex industry. 

Justice Minister Peter 
MacKay has said the govern¬ 
ment hopes the funding, along 
with the new bill, will foster an 
end to prostitution entirely. 


“From our perspective, $20 
million is peanuts,” said Mi¬ 
chele Audette, president of the 
Native Women’s Association of 
Canada. 

Audette linked the prostitu¬ 
tion issue to the broader prob¬ 
lem of missing and murdered 
aboriginal women in Canada. 
Aboriginal groups and inter¬ 
national organizations have 
asked the Harper government 
to conduct a federal inquiiy 
into the problem. 


Rick Hanson, Calgaiy’s 
police chief, described the 
$20-million pledge, which he 
said amounts to $125,000 a 
year in Calgaiy, as “woefully 
inadequate.” 

Hanson said the underlying 
causes of prostitution — child 
abuse, drug addiction and do¬ 
mestic violence — need to be 
addressed. 

“I can tell you that $20 mil¬ 
lion, when you actually spread 
it across five years, and you 


spread it across the countiy, it’s 
a start, but that’s all it is — it’s 
a start.” 

The Supreme Court of Can¬ 
ada struck down the existing 
prostitution law last December 
and gave the government one 
year to bring in a replacement. 

The $20-million commit¬ 
ment is an additional govern¬ 
ment commitment to help 
women get out of the sex in¬ 
dustry, but it is not part of the 
actual bill, the Canadian press

Six vials of 
smallpox found 
in FDA facility 

A government scientist 
cleaning out an old storage 
room at a research centre in 
Maiyland made a startling 
discoveiy last week — 
decades-old vials of smallpox 
packed away and forgotten in 
a cardboard box. 

The six glass vials were in¬ 
tact and sealed, and scientists 
have yet to establish whether 
the virus is dead or alive, the 


Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention said Tuesday. 

Officials said this is the 
first time in the U.S. that 
unaccounted-for smallpox 
has been discovered. 

The freeze-dried smallpox 
samples were found in a 
building at the National 
Institutes of Health in 
Bethesda, Md., that has been 
used by the Food and Drug 
Administration since 1972, 
according to the CDC. No 
one has been infected. 

There has long been de¬ 
bate over whether to destroy 
the world’s stockpile.

Oklahoma. iPhone travels 
to Japan before being 
reunited with owner 


An Oklahoma farmer’s iPhone 
that was lost when it fell into 
a grain elevator has been re¬ 
turned to him unscathed after 
it was found in Japan. 

Kevin Whitney lost the 
phone in October when it 
slipped out of his shirt pocket 
as he was unloading grain from 
a truck into a silo in Chiclcasha. 

The load travelled to a 
depot in Convent, La., and then 


loaded onto a ship bound for 
the island of Hokkaido, Japan. 
A worker at a Japanese facility 
phoned a counterpart in Louisi¬ 
ana, who called Whitney in late 
May asking if he lost an iPhone. 

Whitney says he’s glad to 
get the phone back because it 
had photos stored on it from 
his daughter’s wedding and va¬ 
cation. He thought those were 
lost forever, the associated press

Washington on Tuesday be¬ 
came the second state to al¬ 
low people to buy marijuana 
legally in the U.S. without 
a doctor’s note as eager cus¬ 
tomers who lined up outside 
stores made their purchases 
and savoured the moment. 

People began buying ma¬ 
rijuana at 8 a.m. at Top Shelf 
Cannabis, one of two Bel¬ 
lingham stores that started 
selling the drug as soon as 
it was allowed under state 
regulations. Several dozen 
people waited outside before 
the doors opened at the shop 
in this liberal college town of 
about 80,000 north of Seattle. 

Cale Holdsworth, 29, of 
Kansas, made the first pur¬ 
chase: two grams of pot for 


$26.50. As customers ap¬ 
plauded, he held his brown 
bag aloft and said, “This is a 
great moment.” 

The start of legal pot sales 
in Washington marks a major 
step that’s been 20 months in 
the making. 

Washington and Colorado 
stunned much of America by 
voting in November 2012 to 
legalize marijuana for adults 
over 21, and to create state- 
licensed systems for growing, 
selling and taxing pot. Sales 
began in Colorado on Jan. 1. 

Washington issued its first 
24 retail licences Monday. An 
Associated Press survey of the 
licensees showed only about 
six planned to open Tuesday.

Canada’s Marc Emery 
meets a different 
world upon release 


When the poster child for 
marijuana legalization is re¬ 
leased from a U.S. prison later 
this week, he’ll be re-entering 
a world where many of his 
ideas have taken root and in 
some places have sprouted 
right up. 

Marc Emeiy, Canada’s self- 


styled “Prince of Pot,” con¬ 
cludes a five-year sentence on 
Wednesday and will emerge 
into a lucrative marijuana 
landscape, where two U.S. 
states are now issuing recrea¬ 
tional pot licences and medic¬ 
al growers are reaping profits. 

The 56-year-old Vancouver 
resident was extradited to 
Seattle in May 2010, when he 
pleaded guilty to selling ma¬ 
rijuana seeds from Canada to 
American customers before 
serving his time in several 
U.S. corrections’ facilities. 

On Monday, Washington 


state distributed for the first 
time licences to 24 shopkeep¬ 
ers who will hawk legal mari¬ 
juana, while New York simul¬ 
taneously became the 23rd 
U.S. state to authorize pot as 
medicinal treatment. 

“I wish he hadn’t gone to 
prison,” said his wife, Jodie 
Emery, in an interview. 

She lauded her husband 
for spurring much of the shift 
in legal regulations and so¬ 
cial consciousness while he’s 
been locked away. 

“Marc (can take) a lot of 
credit for eveiything happen¬ 


ing in the United States. And 
of course it’s a wonderful feel¬ 
ing to see that his mission has 
been accomplished,” said the 
29-year-old, who’s assumed 
much of the advocacy work 
and has been managing their 
marijuana paraphernalia 
store. 

Emeiy will be transported 
on Thursday to a private de¬ 
portation facility in Louisi¬ 
ana, where paperwork must 
be completed and a flight 
booked to Detroit. His esti¬ 
mated return is between Aug. 
10 and 25. the Canadian press

fenders Act),” the court wrote 
in its unanimous decision, re¬ 
leased Tuesday. “We conclude 
that Khadr ought to have been 
placed in a provincial correc¬ 
tional facility for adults.” 

The federal government 
said it plans to appeal the rul¬ 
ing and it will apply to delay 
the transfer while it asks the 
Supreme Court to hear the 
case. 

After spending a decade in 
Guantanamo Bay, Khadr was 
sentenced by a U.S. military 
commission to an additional 
eight years and sent to Can¬ 
ada. 

The commission made no 
distinction between youth and 
adult punishment or between 
consecutive and concurrent 
sentences when it handed him 
the eight-year term. When he 
was transferred to Canada in 
2012, corrections authorities 
took him into adult custody. 

Khadr’s lawyers argued 
that the eight-year term for 
crimes that included murder 
only made sense as a youth 
sentence and, although he’s 
now too old to be in a youth 
facility, Khadr should at least 
be moved to a provincial jail. 

Lawyers for the federal 
government argued that the 
decision of a foreign court 
cannot be tampered with and 
that Khadr had been given 
eight years as a youth for mur¬ 
der and the sentences on four 
remaining offences were to 
be served concurrently as an

Repeated efforts in the 
U.S. to tax sugary drinks 
at higher levels, like

If two of the most progres¬ 
sive U.S. cities don’t pass a 
tax on sugary drinks, will the 
idea finally fizzle out? 

Sugary drinks have been 
under fire for years, with 
many blaming them for 
rising rates of obesity and 
chronic diseases. Yet efforts 
to curb consumption by im¬ 
posing taxes and other meas¬ 
ures have failed, in part be¬ 
cause the beverage industry 
has spent millions to defeat 
the efforts. 

Now, the question of 
whether a bottle of Dr Pep¬ 
per with 64 grams of sugar 
should be treated like a 
pack of cigarettes is being 
considered in San Francisco 


and Berkeley, with the two 
California cities aiming to 
become the country’s first 
to pass per-ounce taxes on 
sugary drinks. 

The stakes are high, es¬ 
pecially given the Bay Area’s 
reputation for liberal pol¬ 
itics. If approved, Coca-Cola, 
PepsiCo and other compan¬ 
ies fear it could galvanize 
health advocates elsewhere. 
If defeated, the idea of a soda 
tax could be dead. 

“The industry is really 
motivated to beat us here. If 
they can beat us in San Fran¬ 
cisco and Berkeley, nobody is 
going to take them on,” said 
Larry Tramutola, the polit¬ 
ical consultant handling the 
campaign in support of the 
tax in Berkeley. The odds 
aren’t in favour of taxes. 
Since 2009, about 30 special 
taxes on sugary drinks have 
been introduced around the 
U.S. Few have gained traction 
and none have prevailed.

OK, kids. School’s out. The sun is shining. Are you 
thinking what I’m thinking? 

Yup, it’s time to open a lemonade stand. 

Don’t roll your eyes at me, Buster, and listen up. 

Lemonade stands are a kid rite of passage. Capital¬ 
ism with training wheels. 

It’s easy! The barriers to entry are ridiculously 
low. All you need is a card table, a hand-painted 
sign and, of course, a big, frosty jug of product. 

Don’t worry about all those bylaws and regula¬ 
tions you are no doubt violating. At this stage of the 
game, everyone thinks you’re cute because you’re 
eight. If the cops try to shut you down, you post the 
bust on Instagram and in no time, you’re viral. 

It’s not until you turn into Conrad Black that 
you have to worry.

Let’s face it. Being cute is your primary prod¬ 
uct.

Plus, if there’s more than one of you, you’re 
covered ifyou have to go to the bathroom. 

And speaking of pricing, lemonade expert 
Norm Brodsky (there is such a thing) recom¬ 
mends charging $1.25-$1.50 a cup because 
you’re cute.

At this point, it’s all about 
attention span, and you know from experience that the average 
eight-year-old’s is about four seconds. Just sit there and eventually 
everyone else will pack it in. Trust me, this works too. Even when 
you’re all grown up. 

Finally, do not keep cash on hand. Never forget there are big 
kids out there who have their own business plan. 

And welcome to the real world, sunshine!

Rice grown using this method 
is more resistantto typhoons 
and other problems, and some 
farmers who have begun using it 
have called it a “gift from God.” 

This method is beneficial 
from a cost standpoint in that 
farmers will no longer have to 
purchase expensive chemical 
fertilizers or pesticides.

Roddy McDowell’s 1974 ap¬ 
pearance on the Carol Burnett 
Show was something a little 
different.

wood’s most familiar faces,” 
then feigned shock when the 
actor came onstage in a tux¬ 
edo, but in full Planet of the 
Apes facial make-up. McDow¬ 
ell starred in four of the Planet 
of the Apes films and in the TV 
series. 

For the next few minutes 
they engaged in some tom- 
fooleiy — McDowell says he’s 
been working on his tan in 
Palm Springs and when asked 
which of his movies has had 
the most profound effect on 
him he sidesteps the obvious 
and recites a soliloquy from 
Cleopatra — before launching 
into a spirited version of the 
Jerome Kern love ballad They 
Didn’t Believe Me.

Graceland. Priscilla 
Presley tries to calm 
furor over possible 
removal of planes 


Priscilla Presley is asking fans 
of her late ex-husband Elvis 
Presley to “please calm down” 
after a report that two jets once 
owned by the singer could be 
removed from Graceland. 

Fans have posted critical 
comments on Faceboolc since 
The Associated Press reported 
last week that Elvis Presley 
Enterprises informed the 
owners of the Lisa Marie and 
the Hound Dog II to prepare to 
remove the planes when their 
agreement ends next April. 

Elvis Presley Enterprises 
operates the Graceland tourist 
attraction, and OKC Partner¬ 
ship owns the planes. 

On July 2, Priscilla Presley 
posted a comment on her Fa- 
ceboolc page saying: “I see your 
posts about the planes. Please 
calm down, we’re in the midst 
of negotiations. It’s as simple 
as that. Thank you.” 

On Sunday, she posted an¬ 


other statement. 

“I’m reading what you are 
saying, but listen, the people 
who own the plane put the re¬ 
lease out to intentionally upset 
eveiyone. We’re on top of it. 
Thank you for your trust in us. 
We will soon be putting out a 
release about some new and 
exciting things happening at 
Graceland.” 

It was not clear from the 
posting if the mention of ne¬ 
gotiations means there’s a 
possibility the planes could 
remain at Graceland. Some of 
the Faceboolc comments were 
supportive of Priscilla Presley. 

The planes were bought by 
Elvis Presley in 1975 and used 
on concert tours. They were 
sold after his death on Aug. 16, 
1977, and were eventually pur¬ 
chased by OKC Partnership in 
Memphis. 

OKC Partnership and 
Graceland agreed to bring the 
two jets to Graceland in the 
mid-1980s. Their agreement 
called for OKC Partnership to 
receive a cut of ticket sales in 
return for keeping the planes 
there. 

Earlier this year, Elvis Pres¬ 
ley Enterprises sent a letter to 


OKC Partnership’s K.G. Coker, 
asking Coker “to make ar¬ 
rangements for the removal of 
the airplanes and the restora¬ 
tion of the site on or shortly 
after April 26, 2015.” 

Coker said Monday that the 
contents of the letter were re¬ 
leased after he was contacted 
by a reporter and he has not 
negotiated with Elvis Presley 
Enterprises since the AP stoiy 
was published. Coker has ac¬ 
knowledged that he and his 
partners would lose money 
from ticket sales if the planes 
were removed. 

Meanwhile, Elvis Presley 
Enterprises and OKC Partner¬ 
ship are embroiled in a lawsuit 
filed May 27 in Shelby County 
Chanceiy Court over a dispute 
about how tickets to the air¬ 
plane exhibit are sold.

My first reaction to the 
idea of taking BilceHilce’s 
active adventure tour to 
Slovenia and Croatia (the 
Alps to Istria) was: “What?”, 
“Where?” and “Why?” 

While I am healthy and 
reasonably fit, I thought I 
might be too old (over 40) 
for an adventure tour. 

I couldn’t have been 
more wrong. 

In fact, more and more 
people over 40, 50, 60 and 
even 70 are choosing tours 
that take you outside the 
gates of an all-inclusive and 
into an incredible, active, 
authentic and connected 
experience. 

After all, 60 is the new 
40! 

The fact that BilceHilce 
Adventures is celebrating 
their 20th anniversary this 
year tells me that they have 
a lot of experience with 
these types of tours. 

This tour is defined as 
“moderate,” which means 
you need a reasonable fit¬ 
ness level because you bike, 
kayak or hike for up to five 
hours per day.

There are dozens of his¬ 
torical monuments as well as 
pretty walking paths at the 
Leg, which was completed in 
1913 (making it a scant 24 years 
younger than the Eiffel Tower). 

Head from the legislature 
across the High Level Bridge 
— where couples have walked 
for a hundred years — to take 
in the view, the rushing river 
below and the day’s blue sky 
turning evening orange and 
pink above. On the other side, 


pop into the High Level Diner 
for a meal or a snack and feed 
each other french fries dipped 
in the diner’s beloved home¬ 
made ketchup. 

In Calgary 

Start revving up the je t’aime 
with window shopping along 
Kensington Road. Stop for a cof¬ 
fee or glass of wine at Higher 
Ground — the site of countless 
first dates — before heading to 
the few short blocks to the Bow 
River. 

Spend some time at the 
award-winning Poppy Plaza at 
the comer of 10th Street NW 
and Memorial Drive to take in 
the metal sculpture, cool light¬ 
ing and powerful words that re 
member the men and women 
who have died in combat over 
the decades. 

After you’ve taken in the 
excerpts of poems and speech¬ 
es — a different kind of love 
stoiy — head east along the 


river pathway to another recent 
addition to Calgary’s core — the 
Peace Bridge. Join other ped¬ 
estrians and cyclists crossing 
the river inside the Spanish de¬ 
signed bridge — maybe stop to 
take a couple selfie with the in¬ 
tricate red design as a backdrop 
— and when you emerge, en¬ 
riched, on the other side of the 
Bow, turn east and keep walk¬ 
ing along the pathway toward 
Prince’s Island Park, Calgary’s 
green oasis in the shadows of 
downtown. 

The site of endless sum¬ 
mer festivals and activities, 
playgrounds and picnic tables, 
Prince’s Island also offers many 
rocks along the river bank for 
sitting and watching the water 
flow. But if you want to keep 
moving, you can follow the 
water to the East Village and 
check on how the new condos 
are coming in the old industrial 
’hood or leave that for the next 
date, and just head across the 


bridge from Prince’s Island to 
Eau Claire Market and down¬ 
town.

They are an opportunity to 
explore the career options 
in a profession by speaking 
to those already working in 
it — and start making pro¬ 
fessional connections. 

Here are a few tips that 
might also help you. 

Do some extra preparation 

Whether you’re a seasoned 
networlcer or a networking 
novice, it can be a little in¬ 
timidating to walk into a 
room full of strangers. 

If you’re not used to at¬ 
tending events solo, spend 
extra time preparing. 

Try and set some tenta¬ 
tive goals for the event. 
Are you looking to make a 
connection with a particu¬ 
lar person or organization?

The Germans tore apart Bra¬ 
zil’s porous defence time and 
time again Tuesday, routing 
the hosts 7-1 in the World Cup 
semifinals, the largest margin 
of defeat at this stage in the his- 
toiy of the tournament. 

“We wanted to make the 
people happy ... unfortunately 
we couldn’t,” said Brazil de¬ 
fender David Luiz, who had 
scored in each of the last two 
matches. “We apologize to all 
Brazilians.” 

The astounding scoreline is 
sure to overshadow Miroslav 
Klose’s record-setting 16th ca¬ 
reer World Cup goal. The strike 
pushed Klose past Brazil great 
Ronaldo, who was at the Mi- 
neirao Stadium on Tuesday as 
the Germans advanced to their 
eighth World Cup final. 

Germany will face either 
Argentina or the Netherlands 
on Sunday at the Maracana 
Stadium in Rio de Janeiro with 
a chance to win for the fourth 
time. 

Brazil was playing without 
Neymar, who was ruled out of 
the tournament with a broken 
vertebra, and suspended cap¬ 
tain Thiago Silva. 

The atmosphere at the start 
of the match was spine-tin¬ 
gling, but the euphoria of the

At one time, minivans were 
the top choice for family 
vehicles, but they fell out 
of favour as buyers went to 
SUVs and crossovers. Still, 
you can’t beat them for mov¬ 
ing a full load of passengers 
and cargo, and Honda’s Odys¬ 
sey is a standout. 

It’s pricey, ranging from 
$29,990 for the base LX to 


a high of $48,050 for the 
top-line Touring, but you do 
get a lot of features for the 
money. My tester was the 
SE, the next trim up from 
the base model, at $32,045. 

The Odyssey uses a 
3.5-litre V6 engine with a 
nifty cylinder deactivation 
feature. When you don’t 
need full power, such as 
when you’re cruising at a 
steady speed, the engine 
can run on four or even 
three cylinders to save fuel. 
It happens automatically, 
and so smoothly that it’s al¬ 
most impossible to feel the 
engine switch over. I aver¬ 
aged just 9.2 L/100 1cm in 
it, which is pretty good for 
a van this size, especially 
since I drove it most of the 
time with it loaded up. 


Part of that fuel econ¬ 
omy is also due to its six- 
speed automatic transmis¬ 
sion, which is now used on 
all trim lines. On the 2013 
models, only the top-end 


Touring had it, with all 
others using a five-speed 
automatic. 

For its size, this minivan 
handles extremely well, 
with light but accurate 


steering, and a car-lilce ride 
that’s smooth, but not so 
soft that it wallows around 
turns. 

The Odyssey is definitely 
designed for practicality. 
There’s a lot of room for 
accessing the third row, 
and the seats are very easy 
to fold flat when you need 
extra cargo space. The front 
console box can be taken 
out if desired, and the mid¬ 
dle seat in the second row 
slides forward so those in 
the front can attend to a 
child in that seat. 

Even the base trim line 
includes power front seats, 
a rear-view camera, Blue¬ 
tooth, and USB interface.

High-octane gas

powerful. Unless you’re driving a high-performance 
car that’s factoiy-engineered to run high-test fuel, save 
your money.

Expensive synthetic oil 

Synthetic oil offers protection designed for high-per¬ 
formance, track-going Porsches, Ferraris and Lambor- 
ghinis. Even if you consider yourself an aggressive driv¬ 
er and often redline first and second gear on the street, 
your engine won’t generate enough heat to break 
down conventional oil — let alone synthetic. Transla¬ 
tion? Synthetic oil can amount to expensive overkill. 
Synthetic oil has other benefits, but do your homework 
to make sure you’re not wasting your money. 



Monster truck tires 

They’re eveiywhere: bro trucks. These jaclced-up 
Tundras and Titans and F250s tower above traffic, take 
up multiple parking spaces at Sears and frighten folks 
driving Miatas and smart cars.

Just remember — those giant monster truck tires will 
reduce your truck’s ability to handle properly on pave¬ 
ment, use up considerable additional fuel, throw off 
your speedometer and typically make helicopter noises 
at highway speeds.

Anything claiming to add 25 
horsepower for $9.99 

As a general rule, avoid chips, modules or pour-in-tanlc 
products sold at department stores, auto centres or on¬ 
line that say things like “+25 Horsepower” on the pack¬ 
age. These are typically bogus and targeted toward shop¬ 
pers with mullets who drive early-90s pickups covered 
with peel-and-sticlc chrome. Remember, too, that vague 
marketing verbiage including “up to,” “may” or “can” 
are used to protect from false advertising claims. That 
new air filter “can” add “up to” 20 horsepower — but if 
it adds 0 horsepower, the claim isn’t a lie. Plus, without 
a dyno, you’ll never know the difference anyway. On 
another note, an air filter won’t add 20 horsepower — 
unless the one you’re replacing was made of concrete. 



Brake'upgrades’ 

Slotted and cross-drilled brake rotors or “track” brake 
pads are designed to maintain consistent stopping per¬ 
formance when exposed to the extreme levels of heat 
generated by driving on a racetrack. Driving on the 
street doesn’t generate these levels of heat, so in a car 
driven exclusively on the road, fancy brake parts are 
a cosmetic upgrade and little else. Some “track pads” 
offer limited performance until they’re hot — meaning 
that on the street, stopping power could suffer if you 
use them. 



EBay exhaust 

Be weary of “cheap” exhaust headers, downpipes, muf¬ 
flers and other parts. Skimping on things attached to 
your engine is a bad idea — especially when it comes to 
exhaust parts. Low-quality, knock-off pieces often leak, 
crack, split and cause major headaches. Plus, they’re 
often time-consuming to remove and reinstall. Seek 
high-quality parts — and save yourself the headache.
